To   the  Members  of  the  Society  : 

In  reviewing  the  results  of  the  past  fiscal  year's  work  we  have 
great  cause  for  gratitude. 

In  spite  of  the  general  business  depression,  and  the  universal 
financial  distrust  which  such  a  state  of  affairs  fosters,  the  hospital 
has  been  able,  by  the  help  of  its  friends  and  the  blessing  of  God,  to 
surpass  its  previous  records  in  several  important  respects. 

It  is  especially  gratifying,  after  being  obliged  to  lay  before  you  the 
sickening  disclosures  of  last  year's  report,  to  be  able  to  inform  you, 
that  through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  finance  committee,  our  invested 
funds  are  again  intact,  and  that  the  deficiency  has  been  practically 
covered,  either  by  cash  or  acceptable  securities. 

In  examining  the  itemized  report  of  the  Treasurer,  you  will  notice 
a  donation  of  $500  from  the  estate  of  David  W.  Irwin. 

Also  a  similar  amount  from  the  estate  of  Judge  C.  M.  Hawley, 
who  has  provided,  in  addition,  that  after  certain  provisions  of  the  will 
are  accomplished,  the  hospital  shall  receive  one-fourth  of  the  balance 
of  the  estate,  as  residuary  legatee. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Sidney  Sawyer,  the  hospital  likewise 
received  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  free  bed  in  per- 
petuity. Dr.  Sawyer  became  interested  in  the  work  of  the  hospital 
a  few  years  previous  to  his  decease,  through  occasional  visits  to 
friends  who  were  then  detained  here  as  patients. 

In  looking  over  the  list  of  endowed  rooms  you  will  notice  that 
among  the  first  is  the  Henry  Corwith  room,  endowed  by  his  daughters. 
This  gift  of  Sio,ooo  has,  within  the  past  year,  been  supplemented  by 
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a  similar  amount  from  Mrs.  Henry  Corwith,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing an  additional  excellently  appointed  operating  room,  to  be  known 
as  the  "Frank  Corwith  Operating  Room."  The  erection  of  this  addi- 
tion was  begun  early  last  winter,  and  I  now  have  the  pleasure  of 
inviting  you  to  inspect  it,  just  as  it  is  about  completed,  though  not 
yet  furnished.  I  am  quite  sure  that  a  pleasant  surprise  awaits  you,  for 
it  is  indeed  exquisitely  beautiful,  and  assuredly  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  hospital. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  also  inform  you  that,  through  the 
provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Cordelia  Barker,  who  was  an 
annual  contributor  to  the  hospital,  we  are  to  receive  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

An  event  which  stands  out  prominently  in  the  history  of  the  year 
is  the  war  song  concert.  For  the  conception  of  this  idea  we  are  espe- 
cially indebted  to  Mrs.  W.  J.  Chalmers,  and  for  its  execution  she 
called  to  her  assistance  Mrs.  George  W.  Hale,  and  the  ladies  of  the 
Aid  Society.  The  zeal  displayed  by  these  ladies,  as  well  as  the 
enthusiasm  they  inspired,  is  still  a  matter  of  much  comment.  While 
previous  to  this  concert  successful  efforts  were  made,  at. times,  to 
raise  special  funds  for  the  society  by  entertainments,  nevertheless,  at 
no  time  in  the  history  of  the  hospital  has  there  been  such  a  general 
interest  awakened  in  its  behalf,  so  that  in  reviewing  the  results  of  the 
concert  one  wTould  be  far  from  forming  a  true  estimate  of  the  advan- 
tages which  accrued  to  the  hospital,  if  one  only  considered  the  actual 
receipts,  large  as  they  were. 

An  important  item  in  the  treasurer's  receipts  is  the  subscriptions 
received  for  the  laundry  extension.  The  former  laundry  facilities 
were  quite  inadequate  for  our  plant,  but  the  managers  could  not  see 
their  way  clear  to  undertake  this  change  without  first  making  provision 
for  its  payment.  A  committee  was  consequently  appointed  to  solicit 
contributions  to  this  end,  and  as  soon  as  the  whole  amount  was 
secured  the  work  was  begun.  As  this  is  a  very  important  part  of  the 
hospital  work,  and  the  addition  is  quite  complete,  you  might  be  suffi- 
ciently interested  to  inspect  it. 

The  cost  of  administration  for  the  year  was  $87, 1 35. 43,  and  expense 
for  interest,  insurance,  taxes  and  legal  expenses  $2,560.32,  making  a 
total  of  $89,695.75.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  applicable  for 
current  expenses  were  $90,445.91. 

During  the  year  there  were  2,019  admissions,  as  against  1,834  of 
the  previous  year,  and  68,802  days  of  treatment,  as  against  72,270  of 
the  former  year.      Of  the   days- of  treatment,    43,982   were    pay  and

part  pay,  while  24,820  were  free.  The  daily  average  of  free  patients 
was  68;  of  pay  and  part  pay,  121;  making  a  daily  average  of  iScj. 
The  lowest  number  of  patients  for  any  one  day  was  138,  the  highest 
228.  The  lowest  number  of  free  patients  54,  and  the  highest  95.  It 
will  be  seen  that  notwithstanding  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  days 
of   treatment,  the  free  list  has  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year. 

Several  years  ago  our  board  of  managers,  after  carefully  review- 
ing the  subject,  decided  that  with  the  then  existing  conditions  it  would 
be  both  wiser  and  to  the  best  interests  of  the  nurses  to  disband  the 
school  until  such  time  as  the  hospital  had  sufficient  material  by  which 
practical  nursing  could  be  efficiently  taught.  We  feel  that  now  that 
time  has  arrived,  and  while  under  the  provisions  of  our  contract  con- 
siderable time  must  yet  elapse  before  it  expires,  nevertheless  it  is 
none  too  long  in  which  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  establishment 
and  provision  of  a  school  such  as  we  ought  to  have.  While  we  sin- 
cerely appreciate  the  conscientious  work  of  our  present  nurses,  still 
we  also  feel  that  with  a  nurses'  home  of  our  own,  comfortable  and  com- 
plete as  it  should  be,  with  a  standard  as  high  as  the  highest,  and  a 
curriculum  covering  a  period  of  three  years,  with  shorter  hours  for 
work,  the  service  could  be  made  still  more  efficient. 

To  bring  about  this  result,  we  need,  first  of  all,  a  home  for  nurses 
— a  place  provided  with  all  the  comforts  and  conveniences  that  the 
name  implies. 

If  any  one  will  study  the  history  and  growth  of  our  hospital,  he 
will  be  impressed  with  the  support  which  it  has  received  from  the 
beginning  from  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  It  amply  illustrates  what 
a  power  for  good  there  is  in  combined  forces  of  Christian  women 
rightly  directed.  Moreover,  the  organization  itself  shows  that  it 
has  been  developed  and  directed  by  a  master  hand.  In  its  first 
and  only  President,  the  late  lamented  Mrs.  Marquis,  this  Soci- 
ety has  had  the  rare  privilege  of  following  a  leader  whose  qual- 
ities of  head  and  heart  fully  fitted  her  to  mould  and  fix  the  policy 
and  scope  of  this  organization.  Of  her  it  may  truly  be  said  "her 
works  do  follow  her."  For  surely  this  Society,  in  its  movements, 
does  now,  and  always  has,  followed  a  course  which  is  marked 
by  the  dignity  and  even  balance  of  this  most  gracious  and  talented 
woman. 

Recalling  things  for  which  we  have  reason  to  be  grateful,  there 
are  the  labors  of  Miss  Wing,  and  a  band  of  young  men,  known  as 
"Class  D"  of  the  Third  Church,  who  have,  every  Sunday  afternoon, 
held  religious  services  in  our   chapel.      These   have    been    admirably 


adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  institution,  and  highly  acceptable  to  the 
patients. 

Three  times  during  the  year  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
has  been  dispensed  by  the  President  and  by  other  brother  clergymen. 

In  our  last  report  we  solicited  the  earnest  support  of  the  friends 
for  the  extension  of  the  work  and  the  accomplishment  of  needed 
repairs.  For  their  generous  support  we  now  heartily  thank  them, 
and  sincerely  hope  that  their  increasing  interest  may  stimulate  them 
to  still  greater  effort.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  corporate  name  of  this  Society  is,  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of 
the  City  of  Chicago. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  management  of 
an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and  nursing 
to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality  and  color. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE     SOCIETY. 

The  Managers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society,  and  the  names  or 
the  Managers  from  time  to  time  in  office  shall  be  placed  on  the  roll  of  member- 
ship as  active  members. 

Other  persons  severally  paying  or  contributing  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
(as  is  expected  of  the  Managers  severally)  not  less  than  Ten  Dollars  annually 
may  be  constituted  members  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  by  the  Elect- 
ing  Committee  as  provided  in  the  By-Laws,  but  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
Board,  as  is  also  so  provided.  A  person  once  elected  to  annual  membership  may 
continue  such  membership  only  by  paying  Ten  Dollars  annually. 

Any  person  who  shall  pay  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dollars  in  advance 
may,  upon  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  become  a  life  member. 

Honorary  members  may  also  be  constituted  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Any  of  the  honorary,  life  or  annual  members  who  may  actually  attend  the 
annual  or  any  of  the  special  or  other  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall  have  the  right 
to  participate  therein  along  with  the  active  members  aforesaid. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor,  shall  be 
applied  or  be  held  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society,  as  declared  in 
the  Certificate  of  Organization. 

ARTICLE   V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. Such  Board  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  persons,  with  the  addition  thereto 
of  the  pastors  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Presbyterian  Churches  of 
Chicago,  now  or  hereafter  respectively  installed  and  acting  as  such  pastors 
respectively.     Such  pastors  are  to  constitute  the  Clerical  Board. 

Said  twenty-four  persons  shall  be,  as  at  present,  divided  into  four  classes  of 
six  (6)  each,  such  division  having  been  made  with  reference  to  service  for  the 
terms  of  one  (i),  two  (2),  three  (3)  and  four  (4)  years  respectively  of  those  first 
selected,  and  so  that  hereafter  six  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board 
annually,  by  ballot,  to  serve  on  the  said  Board  for  four  years.  Any  vacancy  occur- 
ring in  the  said  Board  of  Managers,  otherwise  than  by  change  of  pastorate  as  to 
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said  four  churches  respectively,  may  be  filled  in  like  manner  at  any  stated  or 
special  meeting"  of  the  said  Hoard;  provided,  that  if  the  vacancy  be  not  so  Idled 
until  a  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  occur,  the  same  shall  he  Idled  by  vote  by 
ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Society  attending  such  meeting. 

A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  an  Assistant 
Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their 
own  number;  provided,  however,  the  Assistant  Secretary  need  not  be  a  Manager. 
Not  less  than  eleven  members  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes  and  for  stated 
meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  authorized  to 
execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society; 
to  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make 
By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacan- 
cies in  their  own  body,  except  as  above  provided,  choose  the  officers  of  the 
Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and  attendants,  and  generally  transact  the 
entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the  third 
Monday  of  the  month.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be 
called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by  the  Vice- 
President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  but 
when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  the 
subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  specified  in  the  notice  to  the  members 
at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting,  and  no  other  subject  shall  be  acted 
upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April  in  each  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to  present  to  the  meeting  or  adjourned 
meeting  a  report  of  the  proceedings  and  business  matters  of  the  previous  year; 
to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature  relating  to  the  objects  or 
affairs  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of  failure 
to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called 
for  that  purpose.  An  attendance  of  not  less  than  eleven  members,  active,  annual, 
life  or  honorary,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business,  except  to 
adjourn  to  another  time. 

At  such  annual  or  adjourned  meeting  six  persons  shall  be  chosen  to  supply 
the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire;  that 
is,  if  vacancies  exist.  The  persons  so  elected,  together  with  those  composing  the 
three  other  classes  and  the  four  other  members  of  the  Board  provided  for  as; 
aforesaid,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD    OF    CLERGYMEN. 

There  shall  be  a  Clerical  Board  to  consist  of  the  four  clerical  ex-officio  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  exclusively  committed  all  matters  relating  to- 
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the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the  Hospital.  The  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and  when  present 
shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superinten- 
dent and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  said  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AUTHORITY  TO  BORROW  MONEY. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society,  or  at  any  special  meeting 
thereof,  authority  may,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  be  dele- 
gated to  the  President  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  to  be  used  solely  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Society. 

Estimates  shall  be  submitted  to  any  such  meeting  by  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Einance  Committee,  from  which  the  amount  of  money  to  be  borrowed  for  current 
expenses  or  for  other  necessary  outlays  before  the  next  annual  meeting  can  be 
determined. 

In  carrying  out  the  power  hereby  given,  the  President  and  Treasurer  may, 
from  time  to  time,  subject  to  approval  of  Finance  Committee,  execute  note  or 
notes,  and  renew  the  same  without  the  necessity  of  any  further  vote  of  the  members- 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be 
adopted  only  upon  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  AND 
OFFICERS  GENERALLY. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

I.      OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board 
of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall  appoint  all  com- 
mittees which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  members,  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Consti- 
tution, whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when 
requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But  in  calling  special 
meetings  he  shall  have  the  notices  sent  to  the  members,  state  the  general  nature 
or  character  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article  VI  of 
the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  shall  be  mailed  or  otherwise  served  at  least  two 
-days  prior  to  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
an  advisory  member  of  each  of  the  other  standing  committees,  but  without  vote 
in  the  latter,  and  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  such  committees. 
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II.     OF   THE   VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  possess  his 
powers  and  perform  his  duties,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  President  and  Vice- 
President  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
to  preside. 

III.  OF    THE    TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds  and  other 
papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and  of  all 
moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open,  in  the  name  of  the  Hospital,  an 
account  with  one  of  the  banks  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in  such  bank  immediately  upon  receiving 
them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of 
funds  in  his  hands,  which  shall,  at  all  suitable  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account  or  abstract 
thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  drawn  upon 
him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions  as 
shall  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds. 
He  shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  Society,  at  each  annual  meeting  or  adjourn- 
ment of  the  same,  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  the  preceding  year 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  shall  show  by  such  statement  the  manner  in 
which  the  funds  of  the  Society  are  invested. 

IV.  OF    THE    SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  resolutions  of  the  Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers 
which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members 
of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to  them 
through  the  postoffice,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting,  and  shall  give  simi- 
lar notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice  addressed  to  the  members  at 
their  places  of  business  respectively,  or  last  known  places  of  residence,  or  by 
publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such  meeting, 
which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  notice 
to  be  given  to  the  chairman  of  each  committee  of  the  names  of  the  members 
thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed.  He  shall  prepare  and 
tile  such  certificates  of  election  and  other  papers,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  to  be 
Tecorded  in  the  county  records. 

He  shall  be  Corresponding  Secretary  ex-officio,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
correspondence  of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Managers;  but  if  the  Board  of  Managers  find  it  desirable 
to  do  so,  they  may  elect  a  Corresponding  Secretary  to  discharge  these  duties,  and 
■such  others  as  may  be  devolved  upon  him. 

V.      OF   THE   ASSISTANT   SECRETARY. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  Secretary  or  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

VI.      ELECTION   OF    COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  April 
in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  an  Executive  Committee 
of  nine  members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom  shall  form 
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a  quorum;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an  Electing  Committee 
of  five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold  office  during  the  year,  and  until 
their  successors  be  chosen,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

VII.      OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  direct  or  control  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  interim  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  subject  to  the 
action  and  supervision  of  said  Board.  They  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  said  Board  at  its  stated  meetings,  or 
when  required  by  said  Board. 

VIII.      OF    THE    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper  means  of 
augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate  information  concern- 
ing the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are  duly  received,  and  to  direct  the 
Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But  all  investments,  except  such  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  shall  be  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  bonds  of  the  county  of  Cook  or  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  or  in  such 
corporate  and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recommend,  or 
upon  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  improved  real  estate  in  the  county  of 
Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice  the  amount  loaned;  and  the 
Committee  of  Finance  shall  keep  said  property  fully  insured. 

IX.  OF   THE   AUDITING   COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  report  to  the 
Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the  Treasurer's- 
account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  Said  Committee 
shall  examine  all  securities  and  vouchers  held  or  taken  by  the  Treasurer,  and  his 
books  of  account  from  time  to  time,  and  report  in  regard  to  the  sufficiency  and. 
regularity  of  the  same  respectively. 

X.  OF    THE    ELECTING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  members  of  the 
Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations:  Four 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum;  a  candidate  shall  be  elected 
if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  his  favor,  but  such  election  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  subject  to  its  approval  thereof;  twenty-four 
hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

XI.      APPROPRIATIONS   OF    MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  and 
entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropriated  shall  then  be  drawn 
on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  or,  if  he  be  absent,  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  or  Secretary  pro  tern.,  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of  the  persons 
in  whose  favor  they  may  be  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's 
vouchers  for  payments  made  by  him. 

XII.      ORDER    OF    BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

i.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear,  and  the  meeting 
shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 
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2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken  thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be  taken  upr 
after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XIII.      ALTERATIONS    OR    ADDITIONS. 

Alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  may  be  made  as  provided  in  Article 
IX  of  the  Constitution. 

FREE    BEDS    AND    MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to 
a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to* 
a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients  to 
a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  a 
patient  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


The  work  of  this  Society  has  been  much  the  same  as  in  former 
years,  but  growing,  as  may  be  hoped,  in  efficiency  and  confidence 
with  increasing  experience. 

The  monthly  meetings  have  been  fully  attended,  and  the  reports 
of  the  working  committees  and  the  Superintendent  have  made  the 
members  familiar  with  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  in  all  the  rela- 
tions with  which  this  Society  is  concerned. 

The  physician,  the  surgeon,  and  the  nurse,  are  first  in  importance 
to  the  sufferer  from  disease  or  accident,  but  beyond  their  skillful 
ministrations  there  seems  something  left  for  sympathizing  hearts  and 
ready  hands  to  do.  These  are  the  wants  which  the  Aid  Society  aims 
to  supply.  Furnishings  of  bedding  and  table  linen  to  meet  the  great 
wants  in  that  direction;  delicacies  to  tempt  the  slender  or  failing 
appetite;  books  to  beguile  the  hours  of  pain  and  weariness  and  home- 
sickness; and,  better  still,  the  visits  of  those  who  know  how  to  com- 
fort the  depressed  and  lonely,  and  to  say  a  word  in  season  to  anxious 
and  troubled  hearts.  These  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  the  Aid 
Society  endeavors  to  deserve  its  name. 

The  report  of  the  Furnishing  Committee  will  give  the  details  of 
that  part  of  the  work. 

The  Visiting  Committee  will  also  give  some  glimpses  of  the  inner 
life  of  the  Hospital. 

Our  friends  in  the  churches  have  generously  furnished  articles  of 
delicate  and  nourishing  food,  fruits — fresh  and  preserved — and  money 
to  buy  fruits  in  their  season.  This  work  is  in  charge  of  the  Committee 
on  Delicacies. 

The  Library  Committee  reports  the  receipt  of  eighty-four  (84) 
volumes  during  the  year,  besides  children's  books,  magazines  and 
papers.  The  library  contains  1,000  volumes.  Some  books,  worn 
and  undesirable,  have  been  laid  aside.  The  works  of  modern  relig- 
ious writers,  the  standard  authors,  and  the  best  modern  fiction,  are 
always  in  demand  and  eagerly  read.  The  committee  would  be  glad 
to  receive  gifts  of  these. 

The  expenditures  of  this  department  the  past  year  have  been 
$1.16,  and  there  is  a  balance  on  hand  of  $24.40. 

As  heretofore,  the  work  of  the  Devotional  Committee  continues  to 
be  most  helpful  and  satisfactory.      Its  members   are   faithful  in  their 
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visits,  and  successful  in  reaching  the  needs  of  heart  and  soul — often 
harder  to  deal  with  than  bodily  ailments.  Bibles  have  been  furnished 
in  all  the  wards,  through  the  aid  of  this  committee,  in  form  conven- 
ient for  the  use  of  weak  and  helpless  patients,  and  the  monthly 
reports  which  have  been  given  are  of  interest  and  encouragement. 

Miss  Patterson's  work  is  in  close  connection  with  this,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  know  that  among  the  children  it  is  a  work  of  education 
as  well. 

There  are  always  children  in  the  Hospital,  and  a  visit  to  the 
children's  ward  is  not  wholly  painful.  There  are  pale  faces,  it  is  true, 
and  cases  of  great  suffering,  but  there  is  great  patience  in  bearing 
pain,  and  unselfishness,  and  growing  interest  and  knowledge  of  a  kind 
that  cannot  fail  to  influence  the  whole  lives  of  those  who  have  lived 
for  weeks  or  months  in  the  atmosphere  of  this  Hospital.  Miss  Pat- 
terson tells  of  the  interesting  meetings  among  the  children,  their  love 
of  singing,  and  the  many  hymns  they  know  by  heart,  and  their  readi- 
ness in  performing  acts  of  kindness  for  each  other.  It  is  a  hopeful 
thought  that  these  children  may  take  with  them,  when  they  leave  the 
Hospital,  something  even  more  precious  than  the  returning  health 
which  they  owe  to  the  care  of  physicians  and  nurses. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  Society,  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  enterprise  projected  by  Mrs.  Chalmers,  and  so  success- 
fully carried  out  by  her  and  Mrs.  Hale,  assisted  by  other  ladies. 

The  great  War  Concert,  given  January  28,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital,  filled  the  Auditorium,  and  brought  a  welcome  addition  to 
the  treasury.  The  services  of  distinguished  artists  and  musical  soci- 
eties were  secured,  and  the  patriotic  character  of  the  occasion  was 
carried  out  by  the  presence  of  soldiers  in  camp,  tableaux,  and  the 
singing  of  war  songs. 

When  we  met  a  year  ago,  it  was  to  rehearse  with  thankful  hearts 
the  experience  of  the  past  ten  years.  As  we  looked  back  over  so 
many  realized  hopes,  everything  seemed  to  give  us  confidence  in  the 
future.  Our  hearts  would  have  failed  us  if  we  could  have  seen  that 
in  the  year  opening  so  hopefully  we  were  to  lose  two  of  our  number, 
the  most  capable  and  active,  and  that  we  should  meet  to-day  without 
the  leader  whose  faithfulness  and  devotion  have  been  our  constant 
inspiration. 

In  the  early  days  of  this  Society,  when  everything  was  to  be  done, 
and  both  means  and  experience  were  limited,  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Marquis 
became  its  President.  No  wiser  or  more  capable  person  could 
have  been  chosen.      It  needed  courage,  and   hope,  and  steadfastness; 
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and  all  these  were  hers  to  give,  generously  to  the  new  enterprise.  As 
the  work  grew,  and  the  scheme  broadened  and  developed,  her  powers 
of  foresight  and  execution  grew  with  it.  She  gave  to  it  her  time,  her 
best  thought,  and  her  great  executive  ability;  and  if  the  Society  has 
been  worthy  of  its  name,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  its  efficiency 
and  harmonious  working  are  due  in  large  measure  to  her.  To  the 
last  days  of  her  life  her  thoughts,  and  plans,  and  prayers,  we're  given 
to  this  work. 

Her  illness  was  not  long,  and  it  was  hoped,  until  a  few  hours  be- 
fore her  death,  that  her  previous  perfect  health  and  strong  vitality 
might  preserve  her  life  to  her  family  and  the  many  objects  of  benev- 
olence in  which  she  was  so  useful.  But  it  was  not  to  be.  She  died 
on  Tuesday,  March  12. 

Mrs.  Griswold  left  us  in  June,  to  spend  the  summer  at  the  East. 
She  was  then  in  her  usual  health,  only  somewhat  wearied,  and  thought 
the  summer's  rest  would  give  her  renewed  strength  for  the  responsible 
duties  of  her  position  as  chairman  of   the  Furnishing  Committee. 

Mrs.  Griswold,  like  many  of  us,  had  visions  of  things  needful  or 
desirable  in  the  Hospital,  but  her  visions,  unlike  most  others,  gave 
her  no  rest  till  she  saw  them  realized  in  additions  to  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  Hospital.  When  she  left  us,  plans  were  in  her 
mind  for  certain  additions  by  which  the  patients  might  have  exercise 
and  sunshine  without  exposure. 

She  hoped  to  return  in  the  autumn,  but  after  a  brief  illness  in  the 
summer  home  of  her  family,  she  passed  peacefully  away. 

It  is  not  strange  that  we  are,  for  the  time,  dismayed  and  disheart- 
ened. But  those  who  have  gone  from  us  would  be  the  first  to  bid  us 
take  courage  and  go  on.  The  work  is  to  be  .done — the  need  is  press- 
ing— and  with  prayers  for  renewed  strength  and  wisdom,  let  us  enter 
upon  the  new  year  with  earnest  hearts  and  increased  devotion.

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REPORT  OF  FURNISHING  COHniTTEE 

FOR    THE    YEAR     1 894-5. 


Early  in  the  fall  this  committee  met  with  an  almost  irreparable 
loss  in  the  death  of  its  chairman,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Griswold.  Long  and 
faithfully  had  she  served  ns,  and  not  until  she  was  gone  did  we  fully 
realize  the  burden  of  responsibility  that  had  been  hers.  Assuming 
the  position  at  the  birth  of  the  Hospital,  carrying  it  through  its  early 
struggles,  when  the  needs  were  many  and  the  money  to  supplykthem 
hard  to  get,  her  interest  and  her  capability  had  grown  in  proportion 
with  the  work,  and  when  she  so  unexpectedly  left  us  we  were  as  a 
ship  without  a  rudder,  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd.  But  the  demands 
of  the  living  are  ever  upon  us,  the  necessities  of  the  Hospital  were 
imperative,  and  wre  still  had  left  to  us  the  sound  judgment  of  our 
much-loved  President,  and  at  her  advice  we  called  to  our  aid  our  effi- 
cient Matron,  Miss  Riedle,  and  with  her  assistance  your  committee 
has  made  the  following  purchases  since  October  i,  1894:

Twenty-three  societies  have  been  represented  in  the  making  of 
this  material,  some  of  which  are  societies  of  young  ladies,  who  have 
shown  much  interest  in  the  work.  Some  has  been  made  up  by  out- 
side parties,  and  some  in  the  Hospital,  by  patients  in  the  convales- 
cent and  maternity  wards. 

That  our  friends  do  not  forget  us  is  evidenced  by  the  many  gifts 
that  find  their  way  to  the  Hospital.  Since  our  last  report  beautiful 
pictures  have  been  hung  on  the  walls  of  our  reception  room,  more 
Bibles,  Testaments  and  screens  have  been  supplied  to  the  wards,  and 
the  Needle-work  Guild  of  America  sent  us  450  garments.  While  all 
gifts  are  acceptable,  whether  for  beauty  or  utility,  there  is  one  that 
must  ever  be  held  in  loving  remembrance  by  this  Ladies'  Aid  Society. 
I  refer  to  the  Communion  Service  presented  to  the  Hospital  last 
spring  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Marquis.  "Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me," 
are  the  words  of  our  Savior,  but  to  us  will  be  added  the  sweet  memory 
of  her  who,  in  loving  thoughtfulness,  presented  this  gift. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  heavy  hearts  we  carry  for  the  afflictions  per- 
mitted to  fall  upon  us,  this  report  would  be  the  brightest  ever  offered. 
For  our  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  War-Songs  concert  has  put  us  on 
such  a  footing  that  your  committee  does  not  need  to  look  with  anxiety 
on  the  coming  year.  What  with  the  money  we  have,  and  counting 
on  the  generosity  of  those  who  never  fail  us,  we  see  our  way  clear  for 
the  providing  of  many  things  long  needed.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Ladies' Aid  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table-ware, reading  matter,  delicacies 
and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital  Man- 
agers and  Medical  Board;  also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of 
the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation. The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secre- 
tary and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed.  The 
Auditors  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE   III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Managers, 
consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  the 
business  of  the  Association.  Also  at  each  meeting  the  Association  shall  ap- 
point an  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of  twenty  members  (more  or  less), 
said  committee  to  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership;  and  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  Standing 
Committees  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  holding,  respectively,  one,  two 
and  three  years, and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  one-third  of  the  committee 
shall  be  chosen  to  continue  in  office  for  three  years,  and  no  member  shall  be 
eligible  to  re-appointment  until  at  least  one  year  from  the  expiration  of  her  term 
of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  as 
the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meeting  the 
names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  shall  also, 
three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting,  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who 
shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meeting  the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as 
officers  and  as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice  of  such 
amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meeting  of  Managers. 
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BY=LAWS. 


I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  April,  at 
ii  a.  m.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital  Board  of  Managers  shall 
preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  at 
1 1  a.  m. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at 
10:30  a.  m. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  five  standing  committees — i.  <?.,  Furnishing  Committee,  Visit- 
ing Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Delicacies  and  Devotional 
Committee. 

V. 

The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with 
the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as  provided  in  the  first  article 
of  the  Constitution.  It  shall  divide  its  work  among  the  sub-committees  at  its  own 
discretion,  enlarging  the  committee  as  circumstances  may  require.  This  commit- 
tee shall  acknowledge  to  the  donors  all  contributions  received  by  them  or  sent 
directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra  diet,  sub- 
ject to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 

VII. 
The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  advising  with  the  Clerical 
Committee.     It  shall  acknowledge  all  donations  of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 
The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report  its  work  and  needs 
to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  hands,  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  attend  the 
monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  without  written  communica- 
tion, shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XI. 
These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  stated  meeting,  a  majority  of  the 
members  being  present. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  ADHI55I0N  OF  PATIENTS 


THE    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL 


i.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.  m.  and 
5  o'clock  p.  m. 

They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when 
they  will  be  examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
or  some  other  physician  or  surgeon  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one  for  the 
Hospital,  before  admission  can  be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such  pay 
patients  as  may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  of  the  endowed  beds  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  signed  by  the  President. 

4.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  person  in  their 
neighborhood,  if  not  recommended  by  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Board;  and  in  no  instance  shall  a  patient  who  is  able  to  pay  be  ad- 
mitted without  such  a  certificate. 

5.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  longer 
than  three  months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attend- 
ing physician  or  surgeon. 
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RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 


i.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  daily,  from  i  to  4 
p.  m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permission. 

2.  General  visiting  will  not  be  allowed  on  Sundays. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once  to  see  any 
patient,  and  children  will  not  be  admitted  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
female  wards;  and  no  female  visitor,  except  a  near  relative  will  be 
admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Articles  of  food  or  drink  must  not  be  carried  into  the  wards; 
they  must  be  left  with  the  head  nurse  of  the  floor  and  if  approved 
by  the  physicians  will  be  sent  to  the  patient. 

6.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the 
Hospital;  must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  and 
leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  announcing  the 
end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion 
from  the  premises.
